To  all  and  singuler,  aswell  Nobles  and  Gentiles  as  others  to 
whom  these  preasentf  shall  come,  Robert  Cooke,  Esquier,  alias 
Clarenceulx,  principall  hereauld,  and  Kinge  of  Amies,  of  the  South, 
East  and  Weast  partes  of  this  Realme  of  England,  from  the  Ryuer  of 
Trent  Southwardes,  sendeth  greetinge  Where  as  aunciently,  from  th 
begining  the  valiant,  and  vertuous  Actes  of  excellent  parsones  haue 
comended  vnto  the  world,  with  sondry  monument  and  Remembrances 
of  their  good  deseartes.  Emongest  the  which,  the  chiefest,  and  most 
vsuall  hathe  bene,  the  bearinge  of  Signes,  and  Tokens,  In  Shieldes 
called  Armes,  which  are  none  other  then  Demonstrations  of  Prowes, 
and  valour  diueresly  distributed,  accordinge  to  the  Quallities,  and 
deseartes  of  the  Parsones,  entitled  therto.  Emongest  the  which 
Noinber,  Thomas  Weoley  of  Campden  in  the  county  of  Gloster 
gentilman,  beinge  one  of  the  bearers  of  these  Tokins  of  honor,  hathe 
requiered  me  the  sayde  Clarencieulx  Kinge  of  Armes  to  make  search  in 
the  Regesters,  and  Recordes  of  myne  Office  for  the  auncient  Armes  of 
that  name,  and  familly  where  of  he  is  descended  Wheruppon  I  haue 
made  search  accordingly,  and  fyndinge  the  sayde  Thomas  Weoley  to 
be  the  sonne  and  heyre  of  Christopher  Weoley,  and  of  Alice  his  wyffe 
daughter  of  William  Swetenham  of  Swetenham  in  the  county  of  Chester 
gentilman.  Which  Christopher  Weoley  was  the  sonn  of  Richard  Weoley, 
and  of  Margaret  his  wyfle  daughter  of  Waller  Aylworth  of  Aylworth 
halle,  in  the  county  of  Gloster  gentilman.  Which  Richard  Weoley,  was 
the  sonne  of  Thomas  Weoley,  and  of  Alice  his  wyffe  daughter  of 
Compton  of  Compton  of  the  covntye  of  Warwicke  gent.  Wch  Thomas 
was  the  sonne  of  William  Weoley,  and  of  Alice  his  wyffe  daughter  of 
William  Bony  of  Campden  aforesayde  gent.  Which  William  Weoley 
was  the  sonne  of  John  Weoley,  who  was  the  sonne  of  Henry  Weoley  of 
Campden,  in  the  county  of  Gloster  gentilman.  I  could  not  wlhout  his 
great  preiudice  assigne  vnto  him  any  other  Armes  then  those  wch  are  to 
him  lyneally  descendid  from  his  Auncestores,  who  by  the  space  of  a 
very  longe  and  auncient  tyme  as  maye  appeare  by  the  Regesters  and 
Recordes  of  myne  Office  and  by  the  auncient  Euidences,  and  monu- 
ment^ of  the  sayde  Weoley  haue  for  there  familly  and  surname  of 
Weoley  in  the  county  of  Gloster,  borne  this  cote  followinge  viz  the 
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feyld  gould,  a  Bend  betwene  two  molletf  of  vj:  poyntf  sables.  And 
neuertheles  he  knoweth  not  of  any  Creast  or  cognoisance  properly 
belonging  to  the  same  as  to  many  very  auncient  Amies  are  nor  he 
the  sayde  Thomas  YVeoley  for  the  better  garnishinge  of  his  healme. 
The  full  solempnishinge  of  all  such  funeralles  as  hereafter  shall  happen 
to  any  of  the  sayde  familly  wth  healme  and  Tymbre  as  in  such  cases 
and  to  such  howses  is  accustomed,  hath  requested  me  the  sayde 
Clarencieulx  Kinge  of  Armes  to  deliuer  vnto  him  vnder  my  hande  and 
Seale  of  myne  Office  his  sayde  auncient  Armes  \vth  a  creast  or  cog- 
noisance mete  and  lawefull  to  be  borne  wthoute  preiudice  or  Offence 
to  any  other  person.  For  the  accomplishment  whereof  I  the  sayde 
Clarencieulx  Kinge  of  Armes  by  power  and  aucthority  to  me  comitted 
by  tres  Patentf  vnder  the  brode  Seale  of  England  haue  assigned  geuen 
granted  and  added  vnto  the  sayde  Thomas  Weoley  to  his  sayde 
auncient  Armes  for  his  Creast  as  followeth  viz  uppon  the  healme  on 
a  Shepew  a  Cockatrisse  siluer  come  Beake  wattelles  and  leges  gould 
mantled  gules  dubbled  siluer  as  more  playnly  apereth  depicted  in  the 
margent.  Which  Creast  or  cognoisance  I  the  sayde  Clarencieulx  Kynge 
of  Armes  do  by  these  preasentf  Ratiffy  conferme  geue  graunt,  and 
adde  vnto  the  sayde  Thomas  Weoley  gent  and  to  his  posterrity  and  to 
the  posterrity  of  Christopher  Weoley  his  father  wth  there  due  differencis, 
and  he,  and  theye  the  same  to  vse,  beare,  and  shewe  forthe  in  Shield, 
Cote,  Armor,  or  otherwyse,  at  his,  and  their  liberty,  and  pleasure 
Wthoute  Impediment,  lett,  or  enterupcon  of  any  other  person,  or 
persones.  In  witness  whereof  I  the  sayde  Clarencieulx  Kinge  of  Armes 
haue  signed  these  putes,  wth  my  hande,  and  haue  sett  hereunto  the 
Seale  of  myne  Office  the  xxvth  daye  of  Aprill  Ao  Doni  1580  and  in  the 
xxijth  yeare  of  the  Reigne  of  oure  Souereigne  Lady  Queene  Elizabethe 
&  chr.

Byshe  Knight  Clarenceux  King  of  Armes  of  the  South  East  and  West 
partes  of  this  Realme  of  England  from  the  Riuer  of  Trent  southward 
sendeth  Greeting.  Know  yee  that  forasmuch  as  it  hath  been  an 
auntient  custome  &  soe  continued  in  all  Countreys  and  Comon 
Wealthes  well  gouerned  that  ye  Honorable  actions  and  uertuous 
Endeauors  of  Worthy  men  haue  from  time  to  time  beene  remembred 
and  recomended  to  posterity  by  certaine  tokens  &  remembrances  of 
Honor  comonly  called  Armes  being  the  outward  demonstrations  of 
their  inward  uirtues  inciting  others  by  theire  examples  to  the  imitation 
of  theire  laudable  workes  and  worthy  Atcheiuements  during  this 
transitory  life  which  said  tokens  of  Honor  are  diuersley  distributed 
according  to  the  qualities  of  the  parties  soe  meriting  the  same  to  the 
end  that  such  as  haue  done  comendable  seruice  to  theire  Countrey 
ether  in  warr  or  peace  may  therefore  both  receaue  due  Honor  & 
estimation  in  this  life  &  deriue  &  conuey  the  same  to  theire  offspring  & 
posterity  for  euer  in  which  respects  whereas  Henry  Broad  of  Chiswick 
in  ye  county  of  Middlesex  Esq :  the  sonne  of  Arthure  Broad  of  Caldwell 
in  the  county  of  Yorke  is  of  good  birth  and  doth  not  know  what 
Armes  his  Auncestors  haue  borne  hath  therefore  desired  mee  to  declare 
&  assigne  unto  him  such  Armes  as  hee  &  his  posterity  may  lawfully 
beare  without  preiudice  to  any  I  haue  thought  fitt  to  assigne  unto  him 
the  Armes  hereafter  mentioned  viz :  Gules  a  Cheueron  Or  betweene  3 
Leopards  heads  Argent  Crowned  of  the  second  &  for  a  Crest  on  a 
Helmett  befitting  his  degree  on  a  Chapewe  Azure  lined  ermine  a 
Leopards  head  Coupe  Argent  Crowned  Or  Mantled  Gules  doubled 
Argent  as  in  the  margent  more  liuely  is  depicted  the  which  Armes 
&  Creast  as  before  is  expressed.  I  the  said  Edward  Byshe  Clarenceux 
King  of  Armes  by  the  power  &  authority  of  my  Office  to  mee  com- 
mitted under  ye  great  seale  of  England,  doe  by  these  presents  declare, 
assigne,  giue  graunt,  and  confirme  unto  the  aforesaid  Henry  Broad, 
&  of  the  issue  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  to  bee  by  them,  and  euery 
of  ym  borne  with  their  due  differences,  according  to  the  lawes  of  Armes

Notes  on  the  Windows  in  St.  Margaret's  Chapel, 
Compton  Verney,  Warwickshire. 

The  East  window  is  of  three  lights,  the  central  round-headed,  those 
on  either  side  with  square  lintels.  The  North  light  contains  a  large 
figure  of  St.  Leonard,  with  pastoral  staff,  book  and  handcuffs,  and  below, 
the  inscription  : 

Beneath  is  a  small  square  compartment  with  the  figure  of  a  man  in  a 
tabard  kneeling  before  an  altar,  with  the  figure  of  St.  Christopher.  A 
book  is  open  before  him  on  a  faldstool,  and  bears  the  words : 

wobiis .... 

The  tabard  bears  quarterly :  1,  Gules  three  crosses  sarcelly  or,  a  chief 
vairy  ermine  and  ermines,  Verney  ;  2,  Azure  three  stags  trippant  or, 
Greene  ;  3,  Argent  three  escutcheons  sable  and  a  bordure  gules, 
Loudham  ;  4,  Ermine,  on  a  bend  sable,  three  escallops  argent.  This 
represents  in  all  probability  Richard  Verney  who  died  1526-27. 

The  centre  light  represents  the  Crucifixion.  The  arms  of  the  thieves 
pass  over  the  cross-bar  of  their  crosses,  an  angel  carries  away  the  soul 
of  the  penitent  thief,  a  crimson  demon  that  of  the  impenitent.  The 
Centurion,  mounted  on  a  white  horse,  has  above  him,  on  an  escrol,  the 
words :

Below  are  three  compartments  with  arms  and  inscriptions.  A  (on  the 
dexter).

those  on  the  North,  from  West  to  East,  4,  5,  6.

The  window  contains  six  scenes,  and  below  them  a  figure  between 
two  shields : 

Scene  1.  Two  figures,  a  male  and  female,  in  monastic  habit  and 
aureoles  about  their  heads,  are  represented  kneeling  before  the  Pope, 
who  is  vested  in  cope  and  train,  grouped  about  him  are  many  figures. 
It  perhaps  represents  one  of  the  embassies  sent  by  St.  Catherine  of 
Siena  to  the  Holy  See.

Under  the  South  wall,  between  the  stalls  and  the  altar  pace,  is  a 
marble  slab  inlaid  with  a  figure  in  brass  of  a  lady  dressed  in  a  tight- 
fitting  robe,  over  which  is  worn  a  loose  kirtle  and  linen  head-dress ;  in 
the  sinister  corner  of  the  slab  is  one  of  the  four  evangelistic  symbols, 
viz.,  the  lion  of  St.  Mark,  the  remainder  are  lost.  Over  the  head  of  the 
figure  is  a  shield  of  arms,  viz.  :  Quarterly  :  .  .  .  two  bars  gules, 
Odingsale  ;  impaling,  quarterly  :  i.Verney;  2,  Green  ;  3,  Loudham, 
viz.,  three  inescutcheons  without  a  bordure;  4  {defaced),  Verney.

To  the  East,  by  side  of  the  altar  pace,  is  a  slab  of  marble  with  figures  in 
brass  of  a  male  and  female,  and  Collins  adds  ("  Peerage,"  vol.  vi.  p.  399) 
nine  sons  and  five  daughters  ;  the  whole  enclosed  within  marginal  inscrip- 
tions, with  the  evangelistic  symbols  at  the  corners  and  a  shield  of  arms. 

The  male  figure  is  bareheaded,  but  otherwise  in  full  armour ;  the 
lady  wears  a  tight-fitting  under-robe,  with  loose  kirtle  over  it,  showing 
through  its  folds  the  clasp  of  her  girdle,  the  boddice  has  very  large 
turned-down  collar  and  cuffs,  she  also  wears  a  lappet  head-dress  of  good 
design.    The  shield  has  lost  nearly  all  the  enamel,  but  was  of  eight 
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quarters,  only  two  of  which  can  be  determined,  they  are :  i,  Verney; 

2,  Green.  The  marginal  inscription  is  much  damaged,  but  is  restored 
from  Collin's  account  (see  opposite).

In  the  centre  of  the  chapel  stands  a  fine  altar  tomb,  with  recumbent 
effigies  of  Sir  Richard  Verney  and  Margaret  his  wife.  The  knight  lies 
on  the  North,  his  head  is  bare  and  rests  on  an  embroidered  cushion, 
his  feet  are  cased  in  greaves  and  sollerets,  and  placed  straight  down 
with  no  animal  to  rest  against ;  over  his  gorget  and  cuisses  appear  the 
lace-edged  collar  and  cuffs.  The  sword-belt  crosses  the  shirt  of  taces 
diagonally,  the  sword  hanging  on  the  left  side.  The  arms  rest  by  his 
side,  the  hands  touching  taces.  Parts  of  the  armour  and  the  handle  of 
the  sword  have  been  gilded.  The  lady  is  attired  in  a  linen  kirtle, 
much  plaited  about  the  neck,  over  which  appears  a  necklace  of  pearls 
with  a  pendant,  above  this  is  a  tight-fitting  robe  and  boddice,  and  from 
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over  head  depends  the  long  veil  of  widowhood,  this  reached  to  her  feet 
and  is  looped  up  to  the  right  of  her  boddice,  and  fastened  by  a  brooch. 
The  left  hand  rests  upon  her  breast,  the  other  by  her  side.  The  effigies 
lie  on  a  mensa  of  black  marble,  inscribed  :

The  site  of  the  former  chapel  and  burying  ground  is  at  the  East  end 
of  the  North  side  of  the  upper  lake.  It  is  surrounded  by  shrubs,  and 
has  recently  been  enclosed  by  iron  railings.  Prominent  in  this  en- 
closure is  a  stone  obelisk,  which,  with  the  ledger  stone  at  its  foot,  bears 
the  following  inscription :
